Many  new  varieties 
of  Red  Gladiolus  have  been  introduced  the  past  few 
years,  but  Scarlet  Wonder  maintains  its  place  in 
the  front  ranks  as  one  of  the  best  of  all  the  Reds 
in  commerce.  It  is  a  strong  grower  attaining  to 
the  height  of  four  to  five  feet,  with  broad  stalky 
dark  green  foliage,  and  compact  spike  of  great, 
rich  velvety  scarlet,  fiery  crimson  flowers.  The 
individual  flowers  of  this  great  Glad  often  are  over
